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Student rally fails to move BOG 



.“Education hits $700 a share!” “No tuition 
hikes!” “No Way, we can’t pay!” “We can’t 
afford tuition fees!” said some of the pla¬ 
cards carried by about 100 students who 
marched to a meeting of the UVic Board of 
Governors March 16. 

They marched from their rallying point 
at the Student Union Building to the 
BOG’s regular monthly meeting carrying 
with them a petition carrying the names of 
2,240 students supporting their request to 
hold the line on tuition fees for 1981-82. 
(The BOG in 1980 raised fees by 7.69 per 
cent and in 1979 by 8.3 per cent. This year 
Simon Fraser University and the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia have announced 
increases of 12.8 per cent and 13.5 per cent, 
respectively.) 

The petition asked the BOG to reject any 
method of indexing fees to university oper¬ 
ating costs and to decide on tuition fees for 
1981-82 while students are still on campus. 
It called for the provincial government to 
raise the level of funding to secondary edu¬ 
cation to at least maintain the present 
quality of education and to make tuition fee 
increases unnecessary. 

The students did not receive assurances 
from the BOG that fees would be frozen at 
present levels, and a motion moved and 
seconded by student governors requesting 
a special BOG meeting to discuss tuition 
fees was also defeated. 

The students did receive an acknowl¬ 
edgement from BOG chairman Joseph 
Cunliffe that their case had been “clearly 
stated”, and his assurances that it would 
be given “earnest consideration”. 

In orderly fashion, with a minimum of 
* suppressed commentary, students filled 
the public gallery at the BOG meeting, 
lined up against the walls and crowded the 
doorways. 

AMS president-elect Tim Winkelmans 
took a seat at the board table with the gov¬ 
ernors and made the formal presentation. 

Winkelmans said this year could be 
“tragic” for many people considering a pro¬ 
gram of studies at UVic. 

“The current senior government’s can¬ 
cellation of thousands of summer employ¬ 
ment opportunities, the remarkably high 
demand for living accommodation, and the 
recent budget with its regressive taxation 


features will make any student on campus 
next September feel very privileged 
indeed,” he said. 

He said higher tuition fees would be a 
.“slap in the face” for students from out of 
town and rural areas who “already pay 
higher costs for the disadvantages of living 
away from home. 

UVic fees are currently the highest of 
any university in British Columbia he said, 
and “a fee increase makes up such a small 
proportion of the operating budget that it 
could be considered unnecessary. Allowing 
the operating surplus to exist at its current 
level, for an institution with access to a 
wide range of funds, is irresponsible at a 
time when so many people are being denied 
access to education.” 

Winkelmans criticized the provincial 
government decision to eliminate 1,500 
summer student jobs from its work in 
government program. 

He referred to difficulties faced by 
increasing numbers of self-supporting stu¬ 
dents and single parents facing increasing 
day-care costs, and drew applause from 
student supporters when he asked “Is it 
necessary to do so much landscaping?” 

Winkelmans said the 14-per-cent 
increase in university spending announced 
in the recent budget indicates that “on a 
provincial level there is no excuse for 
higher tuition fees” and the 33-per-cent 
increase allocated for student aid “should 
not be considered a carte blanche mandate 
to raise fees since the purpose of the 
increase was to eliminate current inequi¬ 
ties and short-falls.” 

He said students were asking for a deci¬ 
sion on fees now since many were from out 
of town and seeking summer employment 
outside of Victoria. “Now is the last chance 
of the academic year for student interests 
to be considered within the framework of 
fair representation.” 

Winkelmans closed his presentation 
with a request that the BOG hold a special 
meeting during the last week of classes to 
consider the fee issue, if the limited notice 
given by students made it impossible for 
the BOG to decide the question 
immediately. 

UVic president Dr. Howard Petch said it 
is BOG policy not to decide on student fees 


each year until the budget has been set, arid 
this practice could not change without 
changing the policy. 

“From what the president has told you, 
there would be no purpose to holding a spe¬ 
cial meeting,” said chairman Cunliffe. 

When the motion to hold a special meet¬ 
ing was defeated, student governor Brian 
Klaver moved, and was seconded by 
Sandhu, that there be no tuition fee 
increases in 1981. 

The motion was defeated.

Budget news good... and bad 


The operating grant from the Ministry of 
Universities, Science and Communica¬ 
tions for British Columbia’s three universi¬ 
ties for 1981-82 is slightly above the 
amount requested by the Universities 
Council of British Columbia (UCBC), but 
substantially below the average amount 
requested by the universities themselves, 
Bob McQueen (Vice-president, Finance), 
told the March 16 meeting of the UVic 
Board of Governors. 

The ministry’s estimate for operating 
grant expenditures, to be divided among 
the three universities by UCBC within the 
next few weeks, is $271.7 million, an 
increase of 13.87 per cent over 1980-81, and 
$1.2 million more than the 13.7 per cent 
increase requested by UCBC. 

McQueen noted that the three universi¬ 
ties had requested an average increase of 
18 per cent in operating grant funding from 
UCBC. 

Other grant increases included a 90 per 
cent jump for Interior funding for univer¬ 
sity programs to $3.8 million from $2 mil¬ 
lion last year; a 62 per cent increase in 
funding for UVic programs at David 
Thompson University Centre (DTUC) to 
$649,000 from $400,000 last year; and an 
increase in student aid funding from $7.4 
million to $9.9 million, up 33.59 per cent 
over 1980-81. 

McQueen also noted that, for the first 
time, UCBC has identified a figure of 
$300,000 for debt financing for equipment 
purchases through debentures. The 


$300,000 figure applies to debt servicing, 
meaning that between $2 and $3 million 
may be available for major equipment pur¬ 
chases, depending on prevailing interest 
rates. 

The ministry estimates also included 
grants of $8.39 million for a medical under¬ 
graduate expansion program at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia, and $2.87 
million for the Open Learning Institute. 

A further $810,000 is to be provided for 
assistance to the Library Union Catalogu¬ 
ing project. 

In other ministry items, not submitted 
through UCBC, a total of $6 million has 
been provided for unspecified projects. 

“Apparently, $1.5 million of this has 
been earmarked for engineering,” says 
McQueen, “but in what way is currently 
not known.” 

The UCBC decision on actual operating 
grant allocations to the three B.C. universi¬ 
ties will not be known for a few weeks, 
McQueen says. About 95 per cent of the 
grant is divided by means of a formula 
based on enrolment and other factors. The 
remaining five per cent is allocated on a 
discretionary basis for new and emergent 
programs and programs of distinction at 
the three universities. 

Total expenditures for universities from 
the ministry, including operating grants, 
other grants, capital support, student and 
the UCBC internal budget are $323.8 mil¬ 
lion, and increase of almost 20 per cent over 
1980-81.

McKinnon to get solar heating 


A solar heating system for the 
McKinnon Building will be 
installed following approval of 
funding assistance from the provin¬ 
cial and federal governments says 
Jim Helme, UVic’s Director of 
Building and Grounds. 

Helme told the UVic Board of 
Governors that the solar installa¬ 
tion will be primarily used in heat¬ 
ing the large volume of hot water 
used in the McKinnon for showers 
and laundry, and to assist in heat¬ 
ing the McKinnon pool. 

The government grant will pay 
for half of the $260,000 cost of the 
installation. UVic will pay the 
other half. 

In discussing the various 
methods used to compute the sav¬ 
ings derived from the installation, 
Trevor Matthews, Vice-president, 
Finance, said the government 
assistant made the project close to 
economically viable. He suggested 
that a substantial increase in fuel 


costs to international levels would 
make the installation economically 
justifiable. 

UVic president Dr. Howard 
Petch added that solar energy was 
not at present a viable alternative 
in Canada, and that government 
funding was based to some extent 
on the need for experimental dem¬ 
onstration solar heating units. 

Helme said that energy con¬ 
sumption at UVic for the period 
ending Nov. 30, 1980 was 32 equi¬ 
valent kilowatt hours per gross 
square foot. This represented a 
reduction of 27 per cent from the 
1975 figure and a saving of 
$400,000. He suggested that it 
would be unlikely that the con¬ 
sumption rate could be reduced 
much further, but it will be neces¬ 
sary to maintain awareness of the 
present energy conservation pro¬ 
gram at UVic to prevent a return of 
higher consumption rates. 


Lack of cement stalls residences 


UVic’s residences, now under con¬ 
struction, may not be available for 
September if the current dispute in 
the cement industry continues, 
UVic President Dr. Howard Petch 
told the Board of Governors (BOG) 
meeting March 19. 

In discussing the February 
report on capital projects, Petch 
noted that the 176-bed residence 
complex actually needs very little 
concrete to proceed. 

“It’s very distressing. After the 
terrible times we went through to 
get the residences started in time 
for September completion, it’s very 
frustrating for this to happen, espe¬ 


cially since the residences need 
very little cement. However, the 
footings must be completed before* 
we can proceed.” 

In replying to a question from 
BOG member Sonia Birch-Jones, 
Petch said that a number of emer¬ 
gency procedures were being con¬ 
templated to house students, 
depending upon the amount of time 
in the fall required to complete the 
new buildings. 

These ranged from requesting 
assistance from faculty and staff to 
house students to doubling up in 
other residences until space in the 
new complex is available. 


An ‘Outrageous’ benefit 
aids popular Russian course 


UVic’s policy guidelines affecting research 
or other studies involving human subjects 
were discussed by the Board of Governors 
at its regular meeting March 16, following 
the presentation of revised guidelines by 
Dean of Graduate Studies Dr. John Dewey. 

Dewey is chairman of the committee 
responsible for ensuring that the guide¬ 
lines are always followed by campus 
researchers. 

“This is an area that could be very sensi¬ 
tive as far as UVic is concerned,” Dewey 
told the BOG. 

He explained that he was referring to a 
Canadian-Press article which he “person¬ 
ally found very objectionable”, which was 
run in the local Times-Colonist on March 
9. 

The article in question, under the head 
“Campus status for guinea pigs”, referred 
to cold-water and hypothermia research 
conducted by internationally-recognized 
UVic biologist Dr. John Hayward, in the 
development of the UVic Thermofloat 
Jacket, Heat Treat, and Sea Seat. 

The article mentioned Hayward’s 
research and then by association linked it 
with some of the most infamous human 
experiments of the last 20 years, said 
Dewey. 

The article indicated that at the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia research such as 
Hayward’s would not be permitted, Dewey 
told the BOG. He said he had discussed this 
statement with UBC officials who had 
informed him that the article’s claim in 
this regard was “factually incorrect”. 

(The article says “University of B.C. 
won’t allow a scientist to experiment on his 
students, employees or himself. And it has 
a variety of other regulations to make sure 
research subjects are as protected as 
possible.”) 

Dewey told the BOG he had written a 
letter to the Times-Colonist objecting to 
the innuendos about research at UVic 
implied in the article. 

- “Linking the internationally-acclaimed 
work of Dr. John Hayward with infamous 
experiments of the past such as those in 
which treatment was denied to patients, is 
a gross distortion of the facts,” states the 
letter. 

The letter points out that: “Every 
research project or other activity involving 
human subjects at the university is 
reviewed in detail by a committee consist¬ 
ing of a senior faculty member with consid¬ 
erable experience in human experimenta¬ 
tion, the university solicitor and the 
university medical officer. No project is 
approved unless the committee is assured 
that it meets all the criteria spelled out in 
the policy. Any volunteer subject must give 
informed consent to participate in the 
experiment. No form of coercion may be 
used in seeking subjects. Any likely dis¬ 
comforts or risks must be explained fully to 
the subject. The subject has the right to 
withdraw from the experiment at any time. 
A project in which there is a potential risk 
is approved only if the potential, benefits of 
the research clearly justify that risk. In 
such cases, there will be prior medical 
examination of the subjects, and imme¬ 
diate medical assistance available during 
the experiment. 

“The University of Victoria uses the 
highest standards of ethics and safety in 
any of its studies involving human sub¬ 
jects. Any question by a subject in such a 
study, or by a member of the public, con- 
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cerning the application of these standards 
should be addressed to my office. In the 
eight years during which this has been my 
responsibility I do not recall a single case of 
such a complaint.” 

Deiyey told .the BOG that in 1980 the 
committee concerned with research using 
human subjects had reviewed 150 potential 
experiments, and expected to review about 
200 throughout 1981. The work involved in 
chairing the committee is “very time con¬ 
suming” he mentioned. 



‘A beautiful team’ 


UVic has consolidated its position as the 
basketball capital of Canada. 

For the second year in a row, the UVic 
Vikings have won the Canadian Interuni¬ 
versity Athletic Union (CIAU) champion¬ 
ship with a convincing 81-70 win over 
Acadia University Axemen of Wolfville, 
N.S., in the nationally-televised finals. 

The victory, March 14, came one week 
after the UVic Vikettes had won the CIAU 
women’s crown. 

For coach Ken Shields, this victory was 
better than the 1980 title. “Last year we 
had some great individual players, but this 
year we have a team, and it’s a beautiful 
team,” he said, moments after the victory. 

The Vikings opened the CIAU tourna¬ 
ment with an 82-71 win over the University 
of Windsor Lancers and reached the finals 
with a 75-63 win over the University of 
Concordia Stingers. 

Victoria led 50-38 at the half and at one 
time held a 19-point lead but the Axeman 
cut the margin to three points with just 
seven minutes remaining. 

The Vikings, led by the shooting of 
Gerald Kazanowski, came roaring back 
and established a 13-point lead as the clock 
ran down. 

Kazanowski, named a tournament all- 
star, led the Vikings with 21 points, but it 
was, as Shields stated, a team effort. Eli 
Pasquale, named the tournament’s most 
valuable player, scored 18 points and was a 
potent force all over the court with steals, 
assists and direction of the UVic attack. 

Kelly Dukeshire, with 13 points, Ted 
Anderson, with 11 points and Bruce Hamil¬ 
ton, with 10 points, were all superb on 
defence. Greg Kazanowski with his 
whirling-dervish style and veteran guard 
Craig Higgins also played important roles.

Runners, jumper shine 

UVic’s track and field team walked away 
with six Canadian championships at the 
Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union 
(CIAU) indoor track and field champion¬ 
ships March 14 at Saskatoon. 

It was a remarkable performance for a 
seven-member team. 

Debbie Campbell and Debbie Scott each 
had two victories, Scott in the 1,500 and 
3,000 metres and Campbell in the 600 and 
1,000 metres. 

Randy Cox took the men’s 5,000 metres 
and Brent Fougner the triple jump. The 
four-man team of Cox, Brad Brohman, 
Steve Guille and Dave Campbell were 
second to the University of Saskatchewan 
in the distance medley relay. 


Cambridge crowned 

Bruce Howe, Associate Dean of Education 
and coach of the UVic Vikings rugby team, 
proved an excellent handicapper when 
assessing the teams prior to the second 
annual UVic International Universities 
Rugby Tournament March 12 to 14 at 
UVic. 

Howe had predicted that Cambridge 
University was “the team to beat” in the 
six-team tournament. 

Cambridge won the title with a 35-12 
victory over the Vikings in the finals of a 
tournament which saw many exciting con¬ 
tests. Cambridge, regarded as the top 
young team in England, led 21-6 at the half 
and controlled the match throughout. 


Cinecenta, the Alma Mater Society’s film 
society, is holding a special benefit perfor¬ 
mance of the highly successful Canadian 
film Outrageous , to assist with the pur¬ 
chase of films required for a popular UVic 
course on the Russian cinema. 

“We’re most grateful to them (the Cine¬ 
centa staff) for doing it,” says Dr. Nicholas 
Galichenko (Slavonics) who is teaching 
Russian 304—Literature and Cinema in 
the U.S.S.R. 

Craig Russell’s Outrageous will be 
shown March 21 at 11:30 p.m. in the Stu¬ 
dent Union Building theatre, after Cine- 
centa’s regular showing. Tickets are $2 for 
students and $2.50 for non-students. 

Russian 304 attracted eight students 
when it was first offered four years ago, 
and this year has an enrolment of 130. 

Galichenko, who is teaching the course 
for the first time this year, attributes the 
increase in enrolment largely to increasing 
interest in film among students. 

However, he explains that it is increas¬ 
ingly difficult to rent or acquire films 
required for the course—which range from 
early masterpieces of the Russian cinema 
to contemporary works—because of rising 
costs. 

‘We face tremendous problems on a sho¬ 
estring budget,” he says, noting that last 
year the course included nine films and this 
year the number will be limited to six or 
seven. 

This is the most that can be brought in 
on a course budget of $600 or $700 maxi¬ 
mum, and sometimes some emergency 
funding from the dean’s office, he says. 

Galichenko says film rental costs and 
shipping costs have doubled and now are 
around $100 to $150 per film and around 
$50 for shipping. He relies on volunteer pro¬ 
jectionists for showings. 

Galichenko would like to purchase films 
tor a permanent library on the Russian 
cinema. Requests have been made to the 
UVic film library in this connection, but to 
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date the requests have not been filled, he 
notes. 

“We rent now through the film library, 
but haven’t had any requests for acquisi¬ 
tions filled yet. It would be nice if the uni¬ 
versity got more films for specific courses. 
My suggestion is that they get films for 
courses which are entirely predicated on 
certain films.” 

Currently some of the films for Russian 
304 are acquired on loan from other univer¬ 
sities, such as the University of Brandon in 
Manitoba, which owns films for courses 
such as this, Galichenko says. 

Meanwhile, Galichenko is delighted 
that Cinecenta is doing what it can to ease 
the situation and says that since the course 
content is planned for this year, any funds 
raised by the benefit will go towards next 
year’s film budget. 

Suzuki speaks 

Dr. David Suzuki, well-known geneticist 
and television and radio host, will give a 
free public lecture on “Science and Society 
in the 1980s” at the University Centre Aud¬ 
itorium, March 21, at 2 p.m. 

Suzuki is also the featured speaker at a 
conference for Island teachers and trustees 
at the Oak Bay Beach Hotel and UVic 
March 20 and 21. The conference is discuss¬ 
ing changes needed in schools as a result of 
public and teacher demand. 

Other speakers are Tim Newton, B.C. 
Hydro Manager of Energy Conservation; 
Dr. Art Kratzmann, Dean of Education at 
UVic; Carol Pickup, Trustee, Jan Mort, 
Principal, and Margaret Mackenzie, 
Teacher, Victoria School District; Mar¬ 
garet Edmondson, Teacher, Sooke School 
District; and Larry Cross, Saanich School 
District. 

The conference has been arranged by 
L.E. A.R.N., a research service for teachers 
and trustees at UVic.

Circle has a B.C. first 
with Working Papers 


The first volume of Working Papers of the 
Linguistics Circle of Victoria is off the 
presses. 

The 220-page volume, first of its kind in 
British Columbia, differs from other publi¬ 
cations of works in progress in that half the 
papers included are the work of students. 

The editorship, too, is shared among stu¬ 
dents and faculty. Dr. Henry Warkentyne 
of the Department of Linguistics and Dr. 
G.N. O’Grady (Linguistics) share the posi¬ 
tion with graduate students Neil Gaillai- 
ford and Anita Copeland. 

“Neil and Anita have done most of the 
editing work for the first edition,” explains 
Warkentyne. “I believe they’ve turned out 
something we can be proud of and some¬ 
thing that compares well with other work¬ 
ing papers.” 

There are 10 works in progress in the 
first volume, five from graduate students 
and five from faculty. 

Included are articles on such varied top¬ 
ics as Canadian English usage, Australian 
aboriginal languages, Japanese verb mor¬ 
phology, Cowichan relative clauses and 
the development of computer algorithms 
for comparative work. 

Working papers are articles that allow 
for tentative findings and are, as the name 
implies, taken from research works in 
progress. 

“Two of the papers in the first volume 
have already been accepted for publication 
elsewhere,” says Warkentyne. “Undoubt¬ 
edly, all of the articles have potential for 
publication elsewhere. 

“I’m very pleased with the quality of 
work of the graduate students in the first 
volume.” 


Gaillaiford said the editors were pleased 
with the number of submissions for the 
first volume and added that a submission 
has already been received for the second 
volume, scheduled for publication in June. 

There were 75 copies of the first volume 
printed, some to be distributed to other 
institutions around the world and some to 
be placed in the reading room of the Lingu¬ 
istics Department. 

Gaillaiford explained that the Linguis¬ 
tics Circle is sponsored by the Linguistics 
Department but includes among its mem¬ 
bership interested scholars from other 
UVic departments. 

While the first volume is being distrib¬ 
uted free, the editors are hoping for sub¬ 
scriptions at $10 a year for two issues. 
Funding for the publication has been prp:, 
vided by the Graduate Students’ Society 
and the office of the Dean of Graduate 
Studies. 

The first volume is dedicated to Dr. M.H. 
Scargill, founder of the Linguistics Depart¬ 
ment, who is retiring from UVic at the end 
of the 1980-81 academic year. Scargill, the 
first Dean of Graduate Studies at UVic, is a 
recognized authority in Canadian English 
lexicography and lexicology. 

Contributes to the first volume include 
graduate students Terry Cox, Hemamali 
Gunasinghe, T.R. Hendrie, Emmanuel 
Herique and Masaaki Tatsuki. Faculty 
members Dr. Thomas Hukari, Dr. John 
Ingram, Dr. Joseph Kess, O’Grady, and 
Warkentyne and Dr. A.C. Brett have also 
contributed to the first volume. 


Study probes role of pregnant women in society 



Carpenter 


How do pregnant women see their 
role in society and how do others 
act towards pregnant women? 

Joan Carpenter is conducting 
in-depth, taped interviews with 50 
women in the Greater Victoria 
area, all in the late stages of preg¬ 
nancy, in an attempt to answer 
these questions. 

She has been awarded a Sara 
Spencer Foundation Research 
Award of $2,250 to enable her to 
conduct research on “the role of 
pregnancy” for a masters’ thesis in 
the Department of Sociology. 

The awards are intended to 
encourage applied research by 
graduate students in the social 
sciences. 

Carpenter explains that she 
became interested in the social role 
of pregnancy when many of her 
friends became pregnant for the 
first time in their late 20s or early 
30s. 

“Women have a variety of atti¬ 
tudes towards their pregnancy, 
from being totally involved in their 


‘biological destiny’ to behaving as 
if pregnancy had not changed their 
lives at all.” 

Carpenter says she wants to 
determine the expectations of 
behavior of pregnant women and 
the behavior of others, including 
strangers and families, towards 
them. 

“Some pregnant women find 
strangers rude and even obnoxious. 
Often they find that people stare at 
their stomach but won’t make eye 
contact.” 

In her interviews, Carpenter 
asks about the women’s feelings 
concerning anticipated changes 
after the birth of a child, how they 
feel about doctor’s advice and old 
wives’ tales and how they are 
adapting to their role as pregnant 
women. 

Fifty women have agreed to the 
taped interviews which Carpenter 
hopes to complete by mid-April. 
With her research award she will 
hire two students to transcribe and 
edit the tapes. 


Her faculty advisor for the pro¬ 
ject is Dr. Jean Veevers (Sociology), 
author of “Childless by Choice”, a 
sociological study of couples who 
decide not to have children. 

“While we are covering two very 
different social roles, our research 
methods and design are similar,” 
says Carpenter. 

She points out that sociological 
studies of pregnant women have 
tended to “abnormalities” such as 
unwed teenage mothers rather 
than the general population. 

While she is not involved in a 
historical study of the role of preg¬ 
nant women, she says that atti¬ 
tudes have changed in recent years. 
“Not too long ago, pregnancy was 
something to be kept secret for as 
long as possible. Twenty years ago, 
you would not have seen a tee-shirt 
with an arrow and ‘Baby Under 
Construction’ on it. 

“What my study concerns itself 
with is how pregnant women see 
their role in today’s society.”
